TO THE SOCIETY OF FRIENDS 


Norwegian Committee Decides to Split 
Award Between British and Ameriéan 


Quaker Service Organizations. 


OSLO, Oct. 31 (UP)—The 1947 
Nobel peace prize of 538,990 was 
awarded today to the Society of 
Friends (Quakers). | 

The Nobel Committee of the 
Norwegian Parliament, which se- 
lects the recipients of the prizes, 
announced the award. The deci- 
sion was reached in two commit- 
tee meetings yesterday. 

The prize will be awarded in 
a ceremony at the Nobel Insti- 
tute in Oslo on Dec. 10, the an- 
niversary of the death of Alfred 
Nobel, the donor. 
The American Serviee Commit- 
tee in Philadelphia and the 
Friends Service Council of Lon- 
don will share the prize. The 
London council was described as 
“the expression of social concerh 
of the religious Society of Friends 
in England.” The Friends Serv- 
ice Committee is a similar group 
in the United States.

Report to Plan Commis- 
sion Proposes 11 Dis- 
tricts, From Single- 
Family Home Area to 
Heavy - Industry Zones. 


A proposed zoning plan to pro- 
vide for orderly development of 
St. Louis was described in a pre- 
liminary report to the City Plan 


Commission last night, which said 
the present 21-year-old zoning 
ordinance was extremely poor 
and inadequate.“ 

Principal deficiencies of the 
present zoning ordinance were 
listed as follows: 

No single-family dwelling dis- 
trict. 

No population density regula- 

tions. 

Insufficient residence area, 
the total now zoned for dwelling 
purpoees being considerably less 
than is now in use. 

Twice as much area zoned for 
commerce as is now in use or 
can be expected in the future. 

More than twice as much area 
zoned for industrial purposes as 
is now in use. 

' Obsolete and inadequate regu- 
lations. 

11 Districts Planned. 

The proposed zoning ordinance 
would divide the city into 11 dis- 
tricts. There would be one single 
family district, a two-family dis- 
trict, four-family district, two 
multiple-family sections, a local 
business district, two commercial 
sections, a central business area, 
an industrial district and an un- 
restricted section. 

The single-family dwelling dis- 
trict would use 344 per cent of 
the total city area. Buildings 
could be no taller than 2% stories. 
Front yards would have a depth 
of at least 25 feet, side yards not 
less than four feet and rear yards 
at | area 
would h 4000 
square feet 
dwellings. . 

In the two-family dwelling dis- 
trict, a lot area of at least 2000 
square feet per family would be 
required: Front and rear yard re- 
quirements and height regulations 
would be the same as in the “A” 
single-family district but side yard 
dimensions would be not less than 
five feet. 

For the four-family dwelling sec- 
tions, a lot area of not less than 
1500 square feet per family would 
be required. In the multiple-fam- 
ily districts, no building could ex- 
ceed three stories in height and

Fe TO EXPIRE 


TOMORROW NIGHT 


Terms Expected to Be 
Eased — Officials 
Warn of Danger of In- 
flation, Will Watch De- 


velopments Closely. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
Easier terms for many credit in- 
stallment buyers are expected as 
controls over n Hi credit fol- 
low price ceilings off the statute 
books at midnight tomorrow. 

The amount of down payments 
and the number of months to pay 


will be strictly up to the seller for 
the first time in over six years. 

The expiring controls require in 
general one-third down and full 
payment within 15 months for 
automobiles, radios, refrigerators, 
washing machines and other 
major household appliances. 

What sellers and lenders do with 
their new freedom will be watched 
closely by officials here who, from 
the President on down, have ex- 
pressed fear of fuel being added 
to the flames of inflation. 

There is wide speculation that 
President Truman may ask Con- 
gress to revive credit controls 
when it meets Nov. 17 on his call 
to combat high prices and con- 
sider aid to Europe. 

Many officials expressed belief, 
however, that controls will not be 
restored unless easy terms pro- 
mote a buying spree. 

Warnings against sharp relax- 
ation of terms over expansion of 
credit have been sounded not only 
by Truman and the Federal Re- 
serve Board put also by private 
associations. 

The American Bankers Associ- 
ation has suggested that terms 
be held to this minimum: On 
new cars, one third down and 
24 months to pay; on 1946 or 
later used models, one third 
down and 18 months; on older 
models, 40 per cent and 15 
months; on refrigerators, 20 per 
cent and 36 months; and on ra- 
dios and photographs, 25 per cent 
and 18 months. 

Some federal officials expressed 
apprehension that ending of con- 
trols might put a prop under high 
prices by causing sellers and 
lenders to put more emphasis on 
“painless” terms than on lower 
prices to keep sales rolling when 
signs of mackening appear. 

The volume of installment cred- 
it, bounding up at a rate o 
$170,000,000 a month throughout 
the last year despite the controls 
and the shortage of goods they 
affect, has passed the $5,200,000,-

“and we've received only $2170 in 
rent. We can’t tear down the 
buiiding because of the housing 
shortage, and we can’t sell it be- 
cause it’s in an area that the city 
will eventually take over for slum 
clearance.”

Airliner Hit Mountain— 
Those Aboard Appar- 
ently Killed Instantly, 
Pilot’s Son Says. 


KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Oct. 31 
(AP) — Wreckage of the Pan 
American World Airways DC-4 


airliner that crashed Sunday with 
18 persons aboard was sighted 
today on an Annette island moun- 
tainside. 

Wesley Monsen, son of Pilot 
Al M. Monsen of the crashed 
airliner, said he flew over the 
wreckage and “apparently all had 
been killed instantly.” 

The younger Monsen, who fre- 
quently flew as co-pilot with his 
father, said there was no question 
about the wrecked plane’s iden- 
tification. The plane was partial- 
ly burned. 

The airliner crashed against 
the northern side of 3600-foot high 
Tamgas mountain, highest point 
on the island off the rugged and 
irregular southeastern Alaska 
coast. The mountain is six miles 
east of the Annette island air- 
field. 

It was over the Annette field, 
near Ketchikan, that Pilot Mon- 
sen, a veteran of northern flying, 
made his last report by radio 
Sunday. He said then that “ex- 
treme turbulence” turned him 
back from a scheduled landing 
on the field. 

Today was the first time since 
the crash that clouds have rolled 
away from Tamgas mountain 
enough to allow a clear air view 
of it.

LAKE SUCCESS,’ N.., Oct. 31 
(AP)—The United States proposed 
today that if the proposed parti- 
tion of Palestine is approved by 
the United Nations General Assem- 
bly the new Arab and Jewish 
countries should become independ- 
ent nations July 1, 1948. It also 
suggested that the transition be 


supervised by a three-man U.N, 
commission. 

The proposal of the United 
States, which with Russia already 
is on record as favoring partition, 
was made by Delegate .Herschel 
V. Johnson at a closed session of 
a special Palestine subcommittee 
of the Assembly. 

Johnson proposed that the two 
countries become “absolutely sov- 
ereign and responsible for public 
order in their respective nations” 
on the suggested date of inde- 
pendence. During the interim 
period, between now and next July 
1, he suggested that Britain con- 
tinue to be responsible for preser- 
vation of law and order. 

U.S. Plan for Commission. 

The proposed commission, 
which would act in an advisory 
capacity to the two new countries, 
in the transition period, would be 
made up of three representatives 
of the General Assembly, one of 
them designated as high commis- 
sioner. The commission would

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)—

Instead of four Allied judges, 
however, this case has an entirely 
court that will decide, 
some time next May or June, 
whether industries may share a 
similar guilt. Whatever the court 
rules, it can be as important as 
anything since the Dutch scholar, 
Hugo Grotius, first patched to- 
gether a code of international law 
300 years ago. 

24 Officials in Dock. 
' Twenty-four of Farben's lead- 
officials are in the dock here 
—as fine a collection of business 
and legal talent and technical 
brains as could be accumulated 
in this country. 

A few, perhaps, like Georg von 

„ talkative, 63-year-old 
former head of Farben's entire 
sales organization, feel occasional 

of “moral” responsibility 
for the world’s continuing disaster, 


Legally, they feel no guilt, to- 


gether or as individuals, and will 
admit none. They seem less con- 
cerned than almost anyone else 
about the outcome. 

Others not in the dock are wor- 
ried considerably.

Too many of them played 
roles, either consciously or as

Based on Misunderstanding. | 


Their fear is real * It 
is based, however, on a complete 
misunderstanding of Farben, it- 
self, and the charge on which its 
officials are being tried.

Before you can understand what 
the Farben case is, it is important 
to recognize some of the things it 
is not. 

In the first place, Farben is not 
being tried because it is “big busi- 
ness” as such. Once, after three 
weeks of admitted tedium and 
more than 400 documents bearing 
mostly on Farben’s extent and in- 
ternal organization, one of the 
judges asked impatiently why all 
this was being introduced. 

Prosecutor’s Explanation.

5. That it ran its own concen- 
tration camps where 25,000 or 
30,000 persons died. 

6. That these and countless 
other acts of Farben are crimes 
under international treaties and, 
more specifically, under control 
council Order No. 10, the four- 
power agreement which estab- 
lished the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal to try the leading 
Nazis 


“We must understand that Far- 
ben was not an ordinary business 
enterprise,” Du Bois told the court,

Background on Farben. 

I. G. Farben, A.G., has the jaw- 
breaking full name of “Interessen- 
gemeinschaft Farbenindustrie, Ak- 
tlen gesellschaft,“ or, in English, 
“Community of Interests for the 
Dyestuffs Industry, Inc.” 

Its history dates from the 1860s 
when powerful chemical concerns 
first began to develop in Ger- 
many. Six of these agreed, in 1904, 
to pool their technical and finan- 
cial resources, Two others were 
added to this pooling agreement, 
or “cartel,” in 1916, 

Among them they had virtual 
world domination in the fields 
of organic dyestuffs, pharmaceu- 
ticals, explosives and synthetic 
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arg ogee that power criminally. 
e are not trying these de- 
fendants because they possessed 
the er to set in motion a force 
which resulted in the death of 
millions of people. We are trying 
them because they actually set 
such force in motion and because 
they did it under circumstances 
and for purposes which are recog- 
nized as criminal by international

In paraphrase, he was saying it 
is no crime, as such, to own a 
gun, but it.is murder to use it to 
shoot your neighbors.

Ideas for restoration of a block of 
business structures, such as those 
along South Broadway, and for a 
housing development in the dis- 
trict. No plan has been evolved 
for carrying out the housing work, 
but the intention is to encourage 
private enterprise in it. 


Tentative limits of the area to 
be covered are Broadway, Missis- 
sippi avenue, Park avenue and 
Sidney street. A committee of well 
known citizens is to be formed to 
lay down rules for the architec- 
tural competition and to act as 
- Judges. 

Donors of the prize fund are 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc. Gaylord 
Container Corp., Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Co. and Manufacturers’ Bank 
and Trust Co., all having their 
establishments in the neighbor- 
hood concerned. Each of the in- 
dustries gave $1000 and the hank 
$500, at a monthly forum meeting 
of the South Broadway associa- 
tion last night at the bank, 1731 
South Broadway. Several hundred. 
persons attended, representing 
various groups and interests from 
this and other parts of the city. 

The intention is to divide the 
competition into two phases, one 
on the business block and one on 
housing, with $1000 first prizes, 
3500 second prizes and $250 third 
prizes in each. The idea was sug- 
gested at last month’s forum ses- 
sion by A. P. Greensfelder, civic 
development chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

James P. Hickok, president of 
Manufacturers’ Bank, acted as 
epokesman for the prize fun 
donors. 

“We are proud of the com- 
munity of which we are @ part,” 
fhe told the gathering. “But pride 
fin a community cannot be per- 
“gitted to obscure the challenge 
* obviously and always present for 
‘improvements and development. 
A community of any age has rich 
character and fine traditions. But 
It also has, in some instances, the 
capacity for impotent drifting and

It is heartening that there are 
Aggressive and intelligent men 
and women who realize the vital 
importance of arousing their com- 
munity from a sense of false and 
sleepy security.

“However,” he said, “Mr. Rocke-

Yugoslavs Revive Issue, 

In other U. N. action, the Soviet 
bloc demanded that the General 
Assembly «reverse a decision of its 
57-member Legal Committee and 
approve a rejected Yugoslav pro- 
posal which in effect accuses the 
United States and Britain of 
shielding war criminals. The 
United States promptly replied 
that the Yugoslav proposal was 
aimed at ha aying the western pow- 
ers turn over “political dissidents” 
rather than war criminals and 
said that approval of the measure 
would be “a gross injustice.” 

The Yugoslav resolution was 


voted down 36 to 7, with eight 


absentions, by the Legal Commit- 
tee, which then went on to ap- 
prove a British counter-proposal 
asserting that “trials of war crim- 
inals and traitors, like all other 
trials, should be governed by the 
principles of justice, law and evi- 
dence,” 

The move to revive Yugoslavia’s 
proposal was made by its For- 
eign Minister, Stanoje Simic. He 
asserted that non-surrender of 
“war criminals” and “quislings” 
allegedly held by the American 
and British authorities in Ger- 
many and Italy was “a crying out- 
rage on the victims of the war.” 

Polish Delegate Ossar Lanze, 
supporting Simic, said delay in 
surrendering such “criminals” 
raised “all kinds of suspicions 
among members of the United 
Nations.” 

Charles Fahy, replying for the 
United States, said “we oppose 
with all our earnestness the 
strange effort to characterize us 
as harborers of war criminals.” 

The Assembly approved the 
agreement between the United 
States and the U.N, setting forth 
the privileges and immunities 
granted to the world organiza- 
tion’s permanent headquarters site 
in midtown Manhattan. 

The Assembly prepared to take 
up, perhaps tomorrow, a proposal 
against war propaganda. This 
resolution, condemning any propa- 
wanda designed to encourage ag- 
gression or threaten the peace, was 
unanimously approved by the 57- 
nation Political Committee after 
Russia had backed down on 
charges of “warmongering” against 
the United States, Greece and Tur- 
key. 

The Netherlands charged in 
the Security Council today that 
the Indonesians and not the 
Dutch were responsible for fail- 
ure of the Council's cease-fire 
requests to stop the Dutch-Indo- 
nesian strife. Replying to find- 
ings of the six-month consular 
commission that Dutch authori- 
ties had continued military ac- 
tions after the two cease-fire 
requests in August, Netherlands 
representative Eelco N. Van Klef- 
fens said 

“It is clear that both what has 
been called our mopping up oper- 
ations as well as the establish- 
ment of the demarcation line 
were not acts initiated by us, but 
inevitable consequences of acts 
of the Jogjakarta (Indonesian 
repablic) Government.” 

Van Kleffens concluded that 
the Indonesian Government 
“therefore must be held respon- 
sible and accept the. consequen- 
ces” for the continued fighting.

8-Story Limit on Hotels. 
In another type of multiple- 
family dwelling district, hotels 
would be permitted, but no build- 
ing could exceed eight stories in 
height. 

Four commercial districts are 
proposed. One would consist pri- 


marily of retail shopping areas 
serving adjacent residential neigh- 


borhoods. Two others would be 
located along major streets and 
would include larger shopping 
centers. More intensive uses, such 
as bakeries and laundries, would 
be permitted. 

A central business district 
would include the downtown 
shopping and business area and 
would permit a wide latitude of 
land use, including light indus- 
try. The building height would 
exceed that of any other dis- 
trict. 

In local business districts, maxi- 
mum building height would be 
two and one-half stories. In the 
commercial districts along major 
streets, buildings could be three 
stories tall. Buildings in the larg- 
er shopping centers could be 
eight stories tall with setbacks 
over and above that height. 
the central business district, build- 
ing heights would be determined 
by the lot area and setbacks’ pro- 
vided above a certain hight. 

Two industrial districts were 
proposed, a section for light indus- 
try and an unrestricted area for 
heavy industry. No 
would be permitted in the heavy 
industrial, district. “Experience 
has shown that only the poorest 
class of housing develops in heavy 
industrial districts, due to the 
certainty of- an undesirable resi- 
dential environment,” the report 
pointed out. 

Major Industrial Districts. 

Major heavy industrial districts 
proposed are the North and South 
Broadway sections, the northwest, 
or Natural Bridge area, the Mill 
Creek Valley district, extending 
from east to west across the city, 
and the Oak Hill district in the 
central southwestern section of 
the city. 

“All these proposed districts are 
well adapted for this use and now 
contain practically all the existing 
heavy industries within the city,” 
the report said. 

Large areas proposed as light 
industrial sections adjoin the cen- 
tral business district on the west 
and north. These zones include 
the majority of existing light in- 
dustries in those parts of the city. 

“Wherever feasible,” the report 


continued, “ a light industrial dis- 
trict was — as a buffer 


strip dr transition zone between 
heavy industrial zones and resi- 
dential districts.” 

A large light industrial district 
Was proposed for the area east 
and west of Goodfellew boulevard 
and extending from Natural 
Bridge avenue to Bircher boule- 
vard. This would be beyond the 
northwest, or Natural Bridge, 
heavy industrial district. 

“Almost the entire Mill Creek 
Valley industrial district,” the re- 
port pointed out, “is flanked by 
light industrial zones, as well as 
the North and South Broadway 
heavy industrial district. The only 
light industrial area of any size 
that doesn't adjoin a heavy indus- 
trial district ‘is the one paralleling 
Gravois from Twelfth to Comp- 
ton.“ 

Some minor light industrial dis- 
tricts were proposed in more out- 
lying parts of the city, usually 
along railroads, to accommodate 
lumber and coal yards, large laun- 
dries and bakeries, serving a large 
number of residential neighbor- 
hoods. 

Central Business District. 

The central business district 
would be in a special zone in 
which high buildings and light in- 
dustrial uses would be permitted. 
This proposed zone includes al- 
most all the area from Clark to 
Franklin avenues and from Third 
to Efghteenth streets. 

For the most part, commercial 
districts would be well in toward 
the center of the city. They would 
be on the east and west side of 
Grand boulevard from Gravois fo 
Natural Bridge; from Olive to Del- 
mar between Jefferson avenue 
and Sarah street, and north and 
south of Delmar boulevard from 
Kingshighway to the city liniits. 

Other commercial districts were 
proposed ‘as follows: Along Gra- 
vois, from Grand to Morganford 
road; along Jefferson, from South 
Broadway to Chouteau and from 
Franklin to Natural Bridge; on 
Cass and Easton avenues, and 
portions of Lafayette, Park, Oak- 
land, Franklin, Olive, Delmar, 
North Florissant, North Broad- 
way, Grand and St. Louis. 

The more intensive of the two 
multiple dwelling districts pro- 
posed, the “E” district, in which a 
lot area of square feet per 
family would be required, would 
include the present apartment and 
residential hotel section in the 
vicinity of Lindell and Pine, from 
Grand boulevard to Forest Park. 
It would also include the area on 
Kingshighway from Washington 
to Manchester; along Pershing 
and Waterman from Union to De- 
Baliviere, and on either side of 
Delmar, from Union to Clara. 

Slum Clearance Proposed. 

The D“ multiple-family dwell- 
ing district, in which a lot area 
of 1000 square feet per family 
would be required, is proposed for 
two types of neighborhoods. The 
first “is a broad band of an ob- 
solete residential section which 
practically encircles the central 
business district and its contigu- 
ous industrial districts,” the re- 
port said. “The residential area is 
the oldest in the city and calls 
for redevelopment. 

“The other type of area proposed 
is one where apartments have in- 


filtrated into old residential sec- 
tions. These districts are proposed 


for Magnolia and for Blaine and 
Folsom, from Grand to Tower 


Grove; a large section from En- 
right to Cabanne and Union to 


Hamilton, and south ef Delmar 
from DeBaliviere to Skinker.”

to forecast where they are headed. 

Miami Weather Forecaster 
Grady Norton said that in effect 
in a letter to Judge James P.

Houli- 
han earlier had asked Norton why 
he didn’t give more warning that 
a hurricane sweeping up the At- 
lantic seaboard was going to dou-

Dry ice did it—maybe, said Nor- 


ton, 

“You doubtless read of Opera- 
tions Cirrus’ carried out by the 
Navy on this hurricane, in which 
dry ice was dropped on it from 
aircraft,” Norton wrote Houlihan. 
“The results of that experiment 
are a military secret and we can 
only speculate on the effects from 
the behavior of the storm. 

“The original hurricane center 
moved northward during the night 
of Oct. 14 to a position off Cape 
Hatteras, where it apparently dis- 
sipated. But Navy radar planes 
picked up a second center about 
180 miles to the southwest a short 
time thereafter. It, was this sec- 
ond development that started 
moving to the west and gained 


hurricane force. 


“We believe this is a very un- 
usual sequence of events, and 
while we do not know just what 


effect the ice had, if any, it is 
entirely possible that it contrib- 
uted to the unusual behavior.” 
The Navy dropped 80 pounds of 
dry ice pellets into the hurricane 
center after it had passed over 
Florida and was well out to sea.

The city of St. Louis contribut- 
ed $47,549.48 to the center, in addi- 
tion to providing rent-free quar- 
ters. The Community Chest con- 
tributed approximately $91,000. A

Paul V. McNutt, special coun- 
sel for the Motion Picture Associ- 
ation, asserted in a statement the 
investigators had produced no 
proof of charges that motion pic- 
tures contain subversive propa- 
ganda. 

Time on Next Hearing Not Set. 

Thomas told reporters the com- 

mittee would go into this aspect 
- gf things when it resumed its 
hearings either here or in Los 
‘Angeles. The time has not been 
fixed. 

Menibers of the committee staff 
will continue working on the spy 
story during the recess, he 
“and when they are ready we will 
go into it * 

The committee's evidence about 
Soviet snooping on the atomic 
bomb secret was developed by the 
final witness, Louis J. Russell, who 
worked for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for 10 years before 
becoming a committee investigator 
two years ago. 

He traced the actions of persons 
he said wanted to get information 
about the bomb, and told of par- 
ties, late night meetings and visits 
with Soviet consular officers, 

Witness’s Assertions. 

His testimony boiled down to as- 
‘pertions that: 

1. George Charles Eitenton, a 
former employe of the Shell De- 
velopment rp., Emeryville, 
Calif., and a former resident of 
- Russia, was approached in 1942 
by Peter Ivanov; vice consul and 
secretary at the Soviet consulate 
in San Francisco. 

2. Ivanov offered a cash pay- 


ment to Eltenton if he could get 
information about “highly secret 
work” at the University of Cali- 
fornia radiation laboratory at 
Berkeley. 

3. Eltenton got in touch with 
Haakon Chevalier, a professor at 
the university, and asked him to 
find out what was being done 
concerning a “highly destructive 
weapon.” 

4 Chevalier approached Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, atomic 
bomb expert, and told him Elten- 
ton “could relay information to 
the Soviet Government.” 

5. Oppenheimer told Cheva- 
lier that Was a “treasonable act 
and he wouldn’t have anything 
to do with it.” 

Eltenton Declines Comment. 

In London, Eltenton declined 
comment, but said “concerning 
the committee’s work in general, 
it doesn’t seem to be sticking very 
closely to facts.” 

In San Francisco, Chevalier de- 
nied that he acted as a go- 
between, and called Russell’s tes- 
timony “ridiculous.” 

Indirectly, Hollywood got into 
the picture when Russell said a 
Mrs. Louise Bransten directed the 


said, | “manner in which contacts” would 


be made Communists in the 
case and had connections with 
Government agencies and persons 
in Hollywood. 

Committee sources disclosed 
that the evidence was turned over 
to the Department of Justice by 
the FBI about a year ago, and 
indicated that they expect the 
next step to be taken by the de- 
partment. 

Russell testified that Mrs. Bran- 
sten, a woman of considerable 
wealth inherited from her father, 
teamed up with Charles A. Page 
in a campaign to buy Gerhart 
Eisler out of a concentration 
camp in France in 1940. Gerhart 
Eisler has been identified by the 
committee as the “supreme” Com- 
munist authority in the United 
States. 

Page, Russell said, was em- 
ployed by the State Department 
from about 1928 to 1933, then as a 
free lance writer in Hollywood 
from 1934 to 1941, and again at 


the State Department after that. 
Page, Russell.said, was in touch 
with Chevalier, Herbert Biberman, 
John Howard Lawson, Otto Katz 
and Gerhart Eisler and his broth- 
er Hanns, a Hollywood musician. 
Dr. Oppenheimer’s Position. 


At Princeton University, where 
he director of the Institute for 
Advanced Study, Dr, Oppenheimer 
said he would make no comment 
on Russell's testimony in order 
not to interfere in any manner 
with the activities of the agencies 
of the United States Government 
concerned.” 

The first phase of the House 
committee’s, hearings ended in the 
ninth day, without questioning of 
such witnesses as actor Larry 
Parks, Cherlie Chaplin and a 
group of movie writers who have 
been subpenaed. 

Into the committee’s voluminous 
records, however, went recom- 
mendations for contempt citations 
against 10 Hollywood writers, di- 
rectors and producers who refused 
to state whether they are or have 
been members of the Communist 
party.

day, and Adrian Scott, writer-pro- 
ducer; Edward Dmytrik, director; 
Biberman, a producer-director, 
and Samuel Ornitz, Dalton Trum- 
bo, Lawson, Alvah Bessie and 
Albert Maltz, screen writers. 

The contempt citations were 
voted by Thomas and Represen- 
tatives Richard Vail of Illinois 
and John McDowell of Pennsyl- 
vania, both Republicans, the only 
members present when the ac- 
cused men were before the com- 
mittee. 

Procedure on Charges. 


The charges are expected to go 
before House Speaker Joseph W. 
Martin ‘Jr. next week, after Thom- 
as obtains approval of other mem- 
bers. Thomas said he would 
reach them by telephone. ; 

Because the House is not in 
session, Martin has authority to 
approve the citations and turn 
them over to the United States 
District Attorney here for sub- 
mission to a grand jury. 

Against each of the 10 the com- 
mittee asserted it had evidence of 
Communist affiliation. Each said 
the committee has no right to in- 
quire into political beliefs or 
opinions. 

Future sessions, Thomas said, 
will bring out the names of 68 
“prominent people associated with 
the motion picture industry who 
were members of the Communist 
party or had extensive records of 
Communist affiliations.” 

As the hearings ground to a 
halt, there was a flurry of state- 
ments, some from persons directly 


involved and others from inter- 
ested bystanders, 

A group of 19 subpenaed actors 
and writers—not all were called 
to the stand—whom the commit- 
tee termed “hostile” to the in- 
vestigation said: 

Not only a free screen, but 
every free institution in America 
is jeopardized as long as this 
committee exists.” 

Lowell Mellett, former admin- 
istrative aid to President Roose- 
velt, said he was “sore as a 
pup” that the committee did not 
give him a chance to deny asser- 
tions that Mellett pressured movie 
producers to have Robert Taylor 
play the lead in “Song of Russia.” 


U.N. VOTES TO DESIGNATE

voted unanimously today to desig- 
nate Oct. 24 each year as United 
Nations day. 

The U.N, previously had held 
formal observances each year on 
June 26, the day the charter was 
Signed at San Francisco. The As- 
sembly decided to change the ob- 
servances to the date on which 
the U.N. charter actually became 
effective through ratifications.

“In the absence of such informa- 
tion, labor has to shoot in the 
dark, so far, as wages are con- 
cerned. If wages are to be de- 
termined on a factual] basis, it is 
all-important that management 
supply this missing data. 

“Some companies are already 
supplying fhe workers with ade- 
quate financial statements, but the 
everwhelming majority are still 
resisting this trend the 
democratic dissemination of facts.” 


Brown also advocated “effective 
and practicable methods of hu- 
man organization in the shop” as 
means of developing greater pro- 
ductivity and a spirit of co- 
operation. The profit motive and 
the fully developed worker are not 
incompatible, he emphasized. |

Ensinger, who is p ent o 
the Union Wire Corp. of Kansas 
City, denounced the Wagner Act 
as “class and hailed 
the Taft-Hartley Bill as a measure 
for “the emancipation of slavery.”

ances direct to the employer 
“without union intervention,” he 
stated:

“This bill is neither pro-labor 
mor pro-employer,” he continued.

SENATE INQUIRY 
ON ARABIAN OIL 
FIRMS PROFITS 


Question Whether Effort 
Was Made to Mislead 


Committee Is Raised 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
A question of whether-the Arabian 
American Oil Co. tried to “mis- 
lead” the Senate War Investigat- 
ing committee on the firm’s 1945 
profits was raisedgtoday by Chair- 
man Brewster (Rép.), Maine. 

James Terry Duce, vice presi- 
dent of the company, denied there 
was any such attempt. 

The matter came up as the com- 
mittee continued its investigation 
of whether the oil company (Ar- 
amco) charged the Navy excessive 
prices. 

Duce testified late yesterday 
that Aramco’s 1945 prices to the 
Navy had been examined by the 
Price Readjustment Board of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and “found not to be exces- 
sive.” 

Brewster took issue today with 
this statement and when Duce 
said he was not qualified to ga, 
into the matter in more detdil, 
Brewster called to the stand Kharl

Under questioning by the sena- 
tor, Beekhuis acknowledged that 
prices and sales examined by the 
RFC amounted only to slightly 
more than 10 per cent of the 
company’s total sales in 1945. 
Prices checked, Beekhuis said, 
were only those subject to re- 
negotiation—a procedure set up 
by Congress to recover extra- 
ordinary profits, 

Beekhuis also testified that Ar- 
amco’s sales on contracts exempt | 
from renegetiation amounted to 
$17,891,485 and that the profit on 
these was $5,321,208. 0 

Statement not Modified. 

Brewster said this amounted to 
about 30 per cent profit. He 
asked Duce if he wanted to modify 
his statement of yesterd that 
Aramco’s prices were fou not 
to be excessive. Duce said he 
did not. He added that he had no 
intention of making his state- 
ment applicable to anything but 
contracts subject to renegotiation. 

“If the committee had relied on 
your statement it would have been 
completely misled,” Brewster de- 
clared. 

Under questioning yesterday, 
Duce told the committee that in 
1945 his company was selling oil 
to the French at 10 te 15 cents 
less than the $1.05 a barrel it was 
charging the American Navy. This 
caused Brewster to shout: 
3} “Why in the name of heayen 

were you making commercial sales 
to the French at 10 to 15 cents a 
barrel below what you were sell- | 
ing it to your own Government 
after we had put in $80,000,000 to 
save your hides?” 

This was a reference to $80,000,- 
000 in American lend-lease to 
Saudi-Arabia. Brewster contends 
this was extended to protect Unit- 
ed States oil interests there and 
that this country got nothing in 
return. W. S. S. Rodgers, board 
chairman of the Texas Co., one of 
the“ Aramco owners, has denied 


this, 
Sales to French. 

Duce told the committee that 
Aramco sold the French supply 
mission 11,000 tons of oil at 95 
cents a barrel on Sept. 14, 1945, 
the day befare the firm closed a 
contract with the American Navy 
for oil at $1.05 a barrel. 

He said also that two months 
later Aramco sold a French com- 
mercial company 120,000 tons of 
oil at 90 cents a barrel. 

Duce called these “spot cargoes” 
which he said were shipped to 
“see if we could get the French 
to keep on taking it.” 

As for the $1.05 price to the 
United States Navy, Duce said this 
was “equivalent to or lower than 
minimum prices” generally pre- 
vailing when the contract was 


made, 
King’s Royalty. 

As for royalties to King Ibn 
Saud, who owns the oil fields in 
which Aramco has concession 
rights, Rodgers told the commit- 
tee that the top amount ever paid 
to the King was 23 cents a barrel. 

BreWster then produced a Navy 
memorandum which quoted Aram- 
co officials as saying, when the 
Navy contract was negotiated, 
that Ibn Saud was getting 42 cents 
a barrel, 

Rodgers said maybe Aramco 
was paying future as well as cur- 
rent royalties at that time. It did 
this for a while, Rodgers added, 
because the King needed money,

DOWN 13 PC. N 


Safety Counell Ws Warns, How- 
ever, of Rise in Number 
of Accidents. 


A 13 per cent decrease in traffic 
deaths in St. Louis for the first 
10 months this year, as compared 
with the same period last year, 
was reported today by the Safety 
Council of Greater St. Louis.. The 
council warned, however, that ac- 


cidents in the first nine months 
this year increased 17 per cent 
and injuries rose 13 per cent, as 
compared with the same period 
last year. 

There have been 65 traffic fa- 
talites this year to date, compared 
with 75 last year. In the first 
nine months thig year, accidents 
totaled 4827, compared with 4024 
in the same period last year. In- 
juries rose from 2332 in the first 
nine months last year to 2651 in 
the same period this year. 


“We want a reduction in the 
number of accidents and injuries 
and consider the increases in 
those figures more significant 
than the decrease in deaths.” I. 
H. Antoine, chairman of the street 
and highway safety committee of 
the Council, declared. “We have 
to watch it from now on. Now we 
are getting darkness in the eve- 
ning rush hour, rain, fog and 
smoke, and people are wearing 
dark clothing. All these factors 
must be guarded against if we 
are going to keep accidents 
down.” 

In Missouri in the first nine 
months this year, there was also 
a 13 per cent decrease in traffic 
fatalities, as compared with the 
Same period last year.

Shortly thereafter, in an address 
to a Congress of the Communist 
Party, Stalin stated that the only 
differences between Germany and 
Soviet Russia were ideological, and 
these differences were exaggerated 
by others who wanted someone 
else to “pull their chestnuts out 
of the fire” for them. 
In the spring of 1939, Stalin 
made known his disappointment 
over the results of Soviet negotia- 
tions with France and England. 
Foreign Minister Maxim Litvinov, 
known for his understanding of 
“the West” was removed 
placed by V. M. Molotoy. 
Hitler seemed indifferent to 
these overtures. It was not until 
the summer that Hitler evi- 
dently decided he would need 
the support of Russia to make 
his projected attack on Poland. 

Events followed so quickly 
that they mystified the govern- 
ments of the world and fright- 
ened those of us who still hoped 
war might be avoided. 

The history of those negotia- 
tions remained obscure until rec- 
ords of them were discovered 
among the captured archives of 
the Nazi government. They make 
an important contribution to our 
understanding of what it is the 
Soviet Union seeks. 


That part of the story which 
includes the conversations of the 
principal actors was reported by 
Gustav Hilger, counselor of the 
German Embassy in Moscow, who 
acted as interpreter for the nego- 
tiators. 
His report is from notes made 
at the time when he could have 
had no motive for making them 
inaccurate or false. . 

The rest of the story is based 
upon official documents discov- 
ered in the files of the German 
Foreign Office. 

The record, therefore, is Ger- 
man and has not been confirmed 
by Soviet sources. However, it can- 
not be « disregarded anyone 
seeking the truth about what oc- 
curred in that fateful year preced- 
ing Hitler’s attack on the Soviet 
Union. 

Nor can it be disregarded by 
anyone seeking to understand 
what is in the minds of those in 
the Kremlin today. 

Do they merely desire security? 
To get what they regard as se- 
curity, do they intend to expand 
their control over other states and 
peoples? 

Often it is possible to tell what 
is in a man’s mind and heart by 
what he has said and done in the 
past in relation to the same issues. 

Let us see what guidance this 
history holds for us.

_ groups will be organized in January in

Monopoly at Its Worst 


About the surést way to smash the free enter- 
prise system would be to shut off—or even only 
to diminish arbitrarily—the capital it lives on. 

Hence the importance of the civil anti-trust 
suit filed by Attorney-General Clark against 17 
top investment houses in New York. 

They are accused of having “conspired to re- 

‘strain unreasonably and to monopolize thé se- 
curities business in this country by restricting, 


controlling and fixing the channels and methods, . 


the prices, terms and conditions upon which se- 
curity issues are merchandised.“ 

In less legal language, this means that the 
firms—the so-called 17 Club’—have banded 
together to grab for themselves the cream of 
the securities business by freezing out. other 
brokers. It means that they have done this by 
making deals not only with firms in need of 
capital, but also with those ready to supply it. 
And it means, furthermore, that they have made 
‘gure that this business will be lucrative by fix- 
ing rates, by placing representatives on the 
boards of borrowing firms and otherwise exer- 
cising a far-reaching power over business. Com- 
petitors of enterprise served by the 17, it is said, 
do not have a chance of raising money through 
them. 

If these charges—so reminiscent of Theodore 
Roosevelt's denunciations of Wall Street’s ‘“‘male- 
factors of great wealth“ —are true, the practices 
eértainly constitute an obvious offense against 
free competition. According to the figures sup- 
plied by the Department of Justice, these 17 


firms managed the sales of $14,357,000,000 out 


of the $20,000,000,000 worth of securities issued 
in the United States in the last 10 years. That 
is 69 per cent of the total. 

Since there are 254 well-known investment 
securities houses in the United States, this 
means that only 31 per cent of the total business 
was left for 237 of these companies. 

Even worse than this is the implication for 
business in general. Under the tight agreement 
which, according to the Justice Department, 
binds together the members of the “17 Club,” it 
becomes exceedingly difficult for an enterprise 
to borrow money in a really free market. It 
must accept the club’s terms—no matter how 
exorbitant these might be—or forego expansion 
or whatever plan or purpose for which the 
money is needed. And if a business firm does 
accept the terms, it might find itself with a rep- 
presentative of the “club” on its board—with a 
hand in policy—long after the capital had been 
raised or even long after bonds had been paid 
off. | i 

This way lies an intolerably throttling control 
of American enterprise —one which is unthink- 
able at a time when daring and courageous ex- 
pansion, rather than tight conservatism, are 
necessary not only to the satisfactory function- 
ing of our economy, but to the preservation of 
American primacy in a world which is anything 
but friendly toward capitalism. 

The narrowness of the policy of which the 17 
firms are accused is shocking because their 
prominence in the financial world ought to be 
a warrant of more enlightened guidance. And 
it is the more shocking because through partners 
and former partners some of these firms have 
actually had a voice in the Federal Government. 
Even now James Forrestal, former Dillon, Read 
partner, sits in the Truman Cabinet as head of 
the armed services. Averell Harriman, former 
Harriman, Ripley partner, is there as Secretary 
of Commerce, and Robert A. Lovett, formerly of 
the same firm, as the No. 2 man in the State 
Department. : 

Already Harold Stanley of Morgan, Stanley & 
Co., another of the firms cited, has dismissed the 
charges as “utter nonsense.” Similar statements 
probably will come from all involved, but since 
the Department of Justice is sufficiently im- 
pressed by the evidence to file suit, the matter 
should be pressed with the utmost diligence and 
dispatch. 

Monopoly is bad for capitalism, and the very 
worst monopoly is a monopoly of capital itself. 
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Gen. Groves Prediction 


Gen. Groves said last year it would take an- 
other generation” for Russia to produce an 
atomic bomb. In a new statement, he says it 
would take 15 or 20 years without American, 
British or Swiss aid—or maybe the Soviet Union 
could never do it. 

Gen. Groves heads the Joint Special Weapons 
Committee of the Department of Defense. He 
was head of the Manhattan District, under which 
the first bombs were produced. His position 
was and is essentially administrative rather than 
technical. Nuclear scientists disagree with his 
predictions. The typical expert guess is the one 
by Nobel Prize winner Harold C. Urey, who 
testified that another industrial country could 
develop the bomb in not more than five years. 

The only perfect estimate is Frederic Joliot- 
Curie’s “I don’t know.” No one can know, but 
Americans should know that underrating the 


' scientific and industrial ability of other nations 


can be terribly costly. There were eminent mili- 
tary men who were dead sure that Hitler would 
conquer Russia in six weeks. 
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The Rights of Accused Persons 

The tribute which Justice Douglas of the 
United States Supreme Court has paid to the 
Missouri Supreme Court is fully deserved. This 
state’s Supreme Judges, together with the Judi- 
cial Conference of which they are a part, have 
set a high standard for other states in protecting 
the right of persons accused of crimes to coun- 
sel for their defense. As the Supreme Court 
Justice told the Rhode Island bar, the new pro- 
cedure in Missouri Wherever adopted cannot 
help but have a wholesome, cleaning effect.” 

Recognizing the fundamental importance of 
right to counsel of persons who might otherwise 
be convicted though innocent, the Missouri Su- 
preme Court two years ago established a pro- 
cedure which makes it impossible for an accused 
not to be informed of his rights. The record 
of the proceedings must show that he was ad- 
vised and that he was competent to exercise his 
right; otherwise counsel must be appointed to 
defend him. 

Justice Douglas made no mention of the IIli- 
nois Supreme Court or the Illinois bar. He 
could not have done so without speaking words 
of condemnation. Under the benighted pro- 


cedure in Illinois, a defendant, even though he 
be an illiterate, wholly ignorant of his rights, 
may be sent to prison without so much as a 
word in the courts as to his right to counsel. 
What a reproach on a state with traditions of 
human rights going back before Lincoln!

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Washington University's Dilemma 


Flora Frank's bequest to Washington Univer- 
sity of $15,000 for law school scholarships placed 
the school in a dilemma. Mrs. Frank had speci- 
fied that, in the expenditure of the money, 
“there be no discrimination in selection of stu- 
dents to be assisted nor in granting of assistance 
because of race, religion, color, place of origin, 
nationality or sex.” This language is explicit. 
Since Washington University does not admit 
Negroes to its law school, it is hard to see how 
it could honorably have kept the money. 

So the university escaped from one horn of 
the dilemma by reversing its first decision to 
accept and now rejecting the gift. It is an- 
nounced that the university’s interpretation of 
the terms of the gift differed from that of the 
executors. The latters’ interpretation “involved 
the possibility of shaping the admissions policy 
of the school of law.“ The school had taken the 
money in the belief that the terms of the be- 
quest “would not affect the school’s policy re- 
garding admission of students.” Naturally, the 
executors’ view prevailed. 

But now the university finds itself impaled on 
the other horn of the dilemma. It puts itself in 
the position of re-affirming its bar on Negroes 
in the law school; moreover, it emphasizes an 
inconsistency in the policy of the board of direc- 
tors. In July of this year, Chancellor Compton 
announced that Negroes would be admitted to 
the medical school, under certain conditions. He 
said that the board “is of the opinion that Wash- 
ington University is in a position to render an 
unusual service to the education of Negro phy- 
sicians and surgeons of the country.” 

The case of the Flora Frank bequest will 
cause many people to inquire by what logic the 
directors feel that the university can render un- 
usual service tp the education of Negroes in the 
medical school, but do not feel the same way 
about the law school. 
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As Gen. Patton Put It

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Argentine Story 


If it were humanely possible in this hungry 
world to derive satisfaction—what the Germans 
call Schadenfreude—from the destruction of 
food, it would be in the case of the Argentine's 
complaint that it has been forced to destroy 
$500,000,000 worth of crops because an “eco- 
nomic blockade” kept them off the world market. 

Since the statement was made to answer 
American editorial criticism, there is a suspicion 
that it does not mean exactly what it seems to 
say. At least, there has been no such news from 
Argentina since the war—when lack of shipping 
made it impossible to send out all the food avail- 
able and to receive all the fuel needed. Then 
some crops were burned in power plants. 

If any have been burned since, the real reason 
is less likely to be found in a “blockade” than in 
the Peron regime’s profiteering in misery. Even 
now, it is asking $2.10 a bushel for export corn, 
and $4.05 for wheat. And only a month or 80 
ago, the Argentine Government was demanding 
$5.90 for wheat compared with the American 
price of $2.70. 

For such exploiters of hunger, there’s no 
sympathy. 
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Bail. Bond Befornt 


Genuine reform of the bail bond mess in St. 
Louis is now in prospect. When the Missouri 
Supreme Court’s rule-making committee meets 
next week, Franklin Miller, one of the members 
of the drafting group, will ¢ecommend placing 
control of bondsmen and their qualifications in 
the hands of a bail bond commissioner. This is 
what is needed to bring order out of the present 
chaos and to establish responsibility on the 
part of the bondsmen and uniformity among the 
judges in their dealings with bondsmen. 

As a former circuit judge and circuit attorney, 
Mr. Miller is thoroughly acquainted with the 
evils of the present system—or rather, lack of it. 
He did not carry his campaign for these reforms 
in 1935 in the Legislature, but he cannot fail to 
win them now. When the Missouri Supreme 
Court finally adopts the rules which end the bail 


bond scandal, it will only do what the Missouri 


Crime Survey recommended in 1926. 
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Safer but Not Safe Enough 

Hugh White, president of the UMWA in IIli- 
nois, says that Illinois coal mines are safer than 
they were a year ago. He says this is due to 
the new laws passed by the Illinois Legislature, 
to increased care on the part of mine operators 
and to the campaign of the Post-Dispatch for 
after the loss of 111 lives at Centralia. 


We appreciate it that Mr. White should in- 
clude our efforts in his distribution of credit. 
In our opinion, it is too early, however, to do 
much applauding of mine safety in Illinois. 
Since the tragedy at Centralia, two explosions 
causing fatalities have occurred. Twenty-seven 
men died in West Frankfort's Old Ben mine. 


Undoubtedly Illinois mines are safer, but 


there is ample reason to believe that they are 
not yet safe enough. It should never be possible 
again for state enforcement of safety to break 
down and leave another rotten condition as ex-

Curry Resolution, scheduled for consideration in next legislative 
session, raises question of whether state revenues should be expended 
under direction of Highway Department or by local bodies, says 
farmer; cites risks in the latter policy and offers an alternative.

If the Curry resolution should be writ- 
ten into our Constitution I don’t see how 
we would avoid making a muddle of Mis- 
souri’s road-building program. 


I do not want to argue the general prin- 
ciple that state road revenue ought to be 
expended only by the State Highway De- 
partment. I had thought that that princi- 
ple was securely embedded in Missouri 
road tradition and ideology. But if there 
are those who believe that 251 changing 
city councils, 114 changing county courts, 
and innumerable district and township 
road officials are better equipped to spend 
state road revenue than our Highway De- 
partment, I wouldn’t know how to argue 
the matter with them. 

Yet the Legislature in January will prob- 
ably vote Yes or No on the Curry bill de- 
pending on how the legislators feel on this 
very question of whether local officials or 
the Highway Department can best build 
and maintain additional supplementary or 
country roads. My observation compels 
me to believe that changing local officials 
are not as well equipped to spend state 
road revenue as our stable and experienced 
Highway Department. 


City Gasoline Taxes 


Of less importance is the Curry proposal 
that country people shall vote into our Con- 
stitution a clause that takes from city peo- 
ple their right to levy a city gas tax, I 
think in this there is a question of good 
manners involved. I think that sort of be- 
havior on the part of farmers would not 
promote good feeling between city and 
country. We have had remarkably good 
feeling on road affairs in the past, and 
we need to keep it. 


In so far as the Curry bill takes supple- 
mentary road funds out of the hands of the 
Highway Commission, it effectually nulli- 
fied section 32 of our new Constitution, 
which has.to do with supplementary road 
funds. This section had far more time and 
thought given it in the constitutional con- 
vention than the Curry bill can possibly 
have in the Legislature. 


It provides that supplementary road funds 
shall be apportioned to the counties as fol- 
lows: “One-fourth in the ratio that the 
area of each county bears to the area of 
the state, one-fourth in the ratio of popu- 
lation, and two-fourths on such basis as 
the commission may deem to be in the best 
interest of highway users.” 


Two-fourths were thus left to the dis- 
cretion of the commission because inequi- 
ties had appeared from the apportionment 
of funds by the formula that the commis- 
sion was required to use. But the Curry 
resolution would freeze the inequities that 
now exist in supplementary road mileage, 
and they must be corrected if the causes 
of just complaint are to be removed. 


Costs Go On and On 


\ 
The point is that no dollar division for- 
mula will work, least of all so complex a 
formula as that set out in the Curry bill. 


Construction costs can soon be forgotten, 


but maintenance costs go on and on and, 
of course, are the main charge on state 
funds for the cheaper types of roads. So 
if we are intending to greatly expand coun- 
ty road building and intend to act fairly 


and like grown-ups about it there must be 
no rigid, detailed, crippling legislation writ- 
ten into the Constitution. 

Probably the chief defect of the Curry 
resolution—and one that would slap us in 
the face within a very few years—is that 
it would so dissipate state road revenue 
that the Highway Department would find 
itself unable to match federal aid grants. 


If we run into a period of unemploy- 
ment it is almost certain that federal road 
grants will be greatly increased, and in or- 
der to spread employment, grants for low- 
cost roads and city routes may be much 
more than proportionately increased. 


But the engineers says that the revenue 
from our 2 cent tax will not meet the needs 
of our main state system; so how would 
they find funds to match greatly increased 
supplementary road grants? 


Simple Law Needed 


What is the alternative? I say that a 
simple legislative measure is all that is re- 
quired and all that is safe at this chang- 
ing and unpredictable time. Raise the gas 
tax to 4 cents, because that accords with 
best official estimates of road needs. 


Let the Legislature indicate that the 
revenue from one cent of the increase 
shall be spent on additional supplementary 
roads by the Highway Department, and 
allotted to the counties. 


Let the revenue from the other cent in- 
crease be left free for the department to 
spend (1) on the main state system, (2) on 
city routes and (3) on additional supple- 
mentary roads. Let the commission expend 
the funds in such manner—to quote from 
the Constitution—“as the commission may 
seem to be for the best interest of high- 
way users.” 


Relieved of so great a road mileage, 
county courts, township and district com- 
missioners would doubtless find the care 
and improvement of the remaining roads 
to be more nearly within the range of their 
talents and resources. 


ALARMING PRECEDENT

In St. Louis the other day a plant fore- 
man was honored by his fellow employes 
at a ceremony for 60 years of service with- 
out a vacation. 


We assume that the long service and not 
the utter absence of annual holidays was 
headlined at the blowout. But if the testi- 
monials included any reservations as to this 
egregious antipathy to leisure—if anyone 
said, “Boss, we honor you for your years of 
efficient work in spite of the horrible prece- 
dent you have been building up“ —it does 
not appear in the record. 

We are reluctantly forced to assume that 
here are good, honest American citizens 
who somehow view 3120 consecutive weeks 
of labor unmitigated by a single fishing 
trip, scenic tour, or fortnight’s loaf in a 
shady back yard as an accomplishment 
worthy of emulation. 


This is dangerous business. Herein lies 
the germ of a subversive doctrine that 
could spread, and leave in its wake a coun- 
try we would not care to live in. Does the 
House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties know about it?

An exhibition of 18 paintings of 
the eighteenth, nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries opened today 
at Carroll-Knight Gallery, 425 
North Euclid avenue. The show 
will close Nov. 15.

Prison Director Wants Him 
Back—Sisters of Murder 
Victim Show Sympathy. 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The State of Alabama weighed 


its legal coda today against the 
sympathy of a murdered banker's 
family in the case of a life termer 


who escaped from prison and 
earned a respected place in 


society. 
State prison Director Frank 
Boswell said that 38-year-old 


James Robert Collins should be 
returned to Alabama to pay his 
debt to society for his part in the 
attempt to rob a bank at Citron- 
elle, Ala, 19 years ago. Collins 


was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment after the attempted robbery 
in which Claude D. Hurt, presi- 
dent of the bank, was killed. 

“Collins has committed a seri- 
ous crime,” the state prison di- 
rector said, “and he should be 
brought back here to pay for it.” 

He said extradition papers 
would be sent to Pennsylvania 
immediately. 

Collins was found at Doyles- 
town, Pa., after 11 years of free- 
dom. He escaped in 1936, fled to 
Pennsylvania, married, and set up 
a successful well-digging business. 
He is the father of two children. 

Three sisters of Hurt have ex- 
pressed sympathy for Collins and 
his wife. 

Mrs, Will Johnson said yester- 
day at her home at Salisbury, Mo., 
that she felt it would be better 
for Collins’ wife, children and 
mother if Collins were not made 
to return to Alabama and finish 
his sentence. ; 

J feel that maybe he was try- 
ing hard to lead a better life,” 
Mrs. Johnson said. 

She said another sister, Mrs. 
D. L. Hearn; who also lives at 
Salisbury, had expressed sympathy 
for Collins for his wife's sake. 

At Spokane, Wash., Mrs. M. W. 
Taylor, the third sister, said, “I 
feel like my sisters do.” 

“If the man is trying to live a 
good life and do right, I would 
be glad to have him set free,” 
she said. “I suppose the people 
who live near him would know 
more about it, but since he has 
a wife and family I think it 


would be all right to set him free.”

Af Only 22 He's a Top Band Leader 


Elliot Lawrence, Appearing Here, Organized First Group When || Years Old

We're afraid that the many readers of Kathleen Winsor’s 


best-selling novel, “FOREVER AMBER,” are going to be dis- 
appointed with the screen version, currently at the AMBASSA- 
DOR and MISSOURI THEATERS, produced by Darryl F. Zan- 
uck after two years of labor and hulabaloo. 
e That is, if they expect it to be as sexy as the 
book, in which the author determinedly set 
out to create the wickedest woman in quote 
—literature—unquote. | 
To get by the movie code, “Amber” has 
been scrubbed and diluted until it is only a 
weak shadow of its book shelf. Amber has been 
reduced to only four lovers and one husband, and been divested 
of such evil deeds as bigamy and murder—she does kill a mur- 
derous old harpy of a nurse in the plague scene, but it’s pure 
self-defense. That she sells her favors to improve her station 
in life is indicated, but with decorum. There is no violent 
love-making or boudoir detail on the screen—nothing like, for 
instance, the depiction of lust that was overdone in “Duel in 
the Sun.” The men involved, far from being the lecherous 
rakes of the novel, are quite gentlemanly in their attitude to- 
ward Amber. 

It is ironic that even in its tepid form, “Amber” has been 
condemned by the Legion of Decency as “a glorification of 
immorality and licentiousness,” and unfit for a Catholic to see. 
Thus Zanuck has ended up pleasing no one—not those who 
want cheap and vicarious thrills, nor the mo „ nor, we 
feel sure, those who want to see a good motion picture. 
For, dramatically, Amber is pretty dull. The best things 
about it are the elaborate and expensive settings, Amber's bril- 


ant gowns, and the rich Technicolor hues, But all the fire 


that should have gone into the acting has been consumed in 
showing a bit of the great London blaze, Amber herself, as 
played by Linda Darnell with her hair dyed reddish blonde, 
is a rather vacuous courtesan, mowing little of the shrewa, 
echeming hardness of the fictional original, Director Otto 
Preminger must share some of the blame for her poor acting, 
as well as the general dispirited showing of the rest of the 
actors. Semetimes the whole cast seems about to be overcéme 
with apathy. Cornel Wilde is made a rather stuffy young man 
as Lord Almsbury, and he is an actor capable of at least 
romantic fire. Of the others, George Sanders is the only one 
who seems particularly human, as a sardonic Charles II. 

In addition, there is no sharpness in the dialogue and no 
force in the situations. Such episodes as the bubonic plague 
and the great fire are merely touched upon, instead of being 
used to dramatic advantage. The intrigues and gilded deprav- 
ity of the Restoration court are only lightly skirted. In short, 
in spite of the money spent on it, “Amber” adds up to two 
hours and 20 minutes of gilded and gaudy telling of a true 
story confession plot. 


Good Intentions, Anyway 


A great deal of sincerity has gone into “DEEP VALLEY,” 
at the FOX. Director Jean Negulesco has tried to fashion a 
poetic tragedy about a shy, stammering mountain girl who 
falis in love with an embittered convict escaped from à road 
gang. The girl is a kindred spirit, in that 
she also is imprisoned by the meanness of her 
life with a surly father and a neurotic mothe. 
The lovers plan an escape tog to a bet- 
ter life, but their plans are cut short by the 
guns of a posse, 
Unfortunately, it takes much more than 
| sincerity to achieve poetry in drama, This 
falls short in a number of ways. The dialogue of Salka Viertel 
and Stephen Morehouse Avery is not up to the aspirations of 
the picture. The strength of the plot is diffused by the usual 
gecreen compromises. After the girl runs off to the woods, the 
parents, after years of hating each other, overnight become 
kindly, understanding and chastened. The ending is hammed 
up by having the convict die on the very spot by a stream 
whgre he and the girl first declared their love, It is further 
weakened by the palliative of showing the girl getting friendly 
after the convict’s demise with the kindly engineer for the 
road gang. Ida Lupino is a pretty fair actress, but hasn't the 
spiritual quality which her role calls for to save it from drab- 
ness. Dane Clark, as the convict, isn’t enough of an actor 
to carry his share. Henry Hull is thoroughly capable, but 
even he can't make believable the turnabout in the father’s 
character. Wayne Morris, returned to pictures from some fine 
work as a fighter pilot with the Navy, has a colorless role.

Pecan Pie 

One unbaked pie shell, one- 
fourth cup butter or vitaminized 
margarine, one-half cup sugar, 
three whole eggs, one cup dark 
corn syrup, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one cup coarsely chopped 
pecans, one teaspoon vanilla, one- 
fourth cup whipped cream (op- 
tional).

Report on Journey Unto Ancient Lebanon 
Roving Correspondent Visits Country Made Familiar by Bible—Few Cedars Left

ROME, Italy. 


HEN I came back here from 
Lebanon my wife said: 
“Where is Lebanon anyway, 
and what did you do there?” And 
little Pat, the 9-year-old, said: 


“Did you see any cedars like they 
said in the Bible?” And Peggy, 
the 8-year-old, said: “What did 
you bring me?” From which you 
can see there is practically no dif- 
ference between traveling to far 
places and staying at home; your 
wife is always wanting to know 
where you've been and what 
you've been up to, and your chil- 
dren either ask you questions you 
can’t answer, or want to know 
what loot you have managed to 
bring back to the cave. 


So I said, “Lebanon is really a 
small hunk of Syria that got de- 
tached after World War I. It’s an 
Arab state that borders on the 
Mediterranean, and you can drive 
to the capital, Beirut, from Jerusa- 
lem in half a day, because Leban- 
on and Palestine are neighbors— 
and mighty uneasy ones these 
days, with the Arabs making 
— to march across the bor- 

er.” 


“When I went to school,” said 
my wife, “there was only Syria, 
and now all of a sudden, while 
I wasn’t looking, along comes 
Lebanon and I wouldn't have 
heard of it even then except the 
delegate to the U.N. from Lebanon 
wanted to sub-lease our apart- 
ment in New York and I was 
warned he might build a fire in 
the middle of the floor and roast 
a sheep the way he would out on 
the desert at home.

HEN is a girl old enough for 
dates? It’s a big question in 
every high schooler’s home. 
It’s surprising how many letters 
from girls have the same sad re- 
frain: “My mother says I can’t 
have dates with boys until I’m 18,“ 
or “My father won't let me have 
dates or even speak to boys until 
I’m 18.” He forbids me even to let 
a boy walk home with me.

For Long Skirts

A newcomer is made of light- 
weight cotton in five of the most 
popular suit colors, blue, brown, 
black, gray and beige... also of 
a plain weave rayon in white, Cut 
on the bias and turnéd down on 
each side, this facing is easy even 
for the amateur to use. The edge 
that is stitched to the skirt fabric 
fs opened up for the stitching. Aft- 
er that the skirt fabric is folded 
over just below the facing and the 
new hem pressed in place, Then 
the upper edge is ready for you to 
blind stitch it by hand. Any extra 
fullness in the facing at the top—
